Your  School  Board  is  recommending  a  budget  of  $27,525.81. 
This  represents  an  increase  of  $4,015.84  over  the  present  year. 
The  tuition  pliase  of  the  budget  represents  an  increase  of 
$3,725.00.  Other  items  have  been  held  at  about  current  levels 
except  transportation  that  has  increased  by  $200.00. 

Checklists 

The  last  session  of  the  General  Court  passed  a  statute  re- 
garding checklists  at  school  meetings.  I  assume  that  many  years 
ago  the  citizens  voted  to  use  the  town  checklists  at  school  meet- 
ings. Passage  of  this  article  reaffirms  a  practice  that  Dummer 
has  been  doing  right  along.  Your  School  Board  Members,  Clerk 
and  Moderator  have  copies  of  this  legislation  if  you  desire  to  re- 
view it  in  detail.

Capital  Reserve 

Due  to  the  budget  increase  I  have  recommended  that  no 
money  be  placed  in  the  Bus  Capital  Reserve  Fund  this  year. 
However,  if  the  voters  desire  at  the  Annual  Meeting  in  March,  a 
sum  can  be  added  to  the  Budget. 

Area  Schools 

Sometime  in  the  near  future  I  would  suggest  that  a  com- 
mittee of  three  citizens  (to  include  at  least  one  School  Board 
member)  be  formed  to  explore  the  possibility  of  an  Area  School 
concept  with  Berlin.  Laws  governing  Area  Schools  will  probab- 
ly be  implemented  with  state  funds.  At  the  present  time  the  law 
provides  for  the  following  annual  allowance  if  a  sending  district. 

Elementary  $  45.00  per  pupil 

Junior  High  $  60.00  per  pupil 

Senior  High  $  75.00  per  pupil 
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I  feel  that  this  is  an  area  that  should  be  explored.  In  light 
of  the  enrollment  picture,  where  the  District  will  have  over 
thirty  pupils  in  grades  7-12  in  the  near  future,  one  can  easily  see 
a  tremendous  tax  increase  at  the  local  level.
